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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant argues that EPROM 4 of Yu's device does not provide any 
signal to the third terminal of the SCR circuit during normal operation, because even if 
the EPROM triggers the SCR circuit, it is not done by applying voltage. 

Although applicant argues that EPROM 4 of Yu's device does not provide any 
signal to the third terminal of the SCR circuit, applicant agrees that EPROM 4 triggers 
the SCR circuit. Applicant interprets "triggering" as when the EPROM first enters 
breakdown, and "the EPROM triggers to conduct a discharge current". It is unclear how 
the EPROM can conduct discharge current without providing a voltage to the third 
terminal. While the EPROM is triggered, it provides current and voltage to the third 
terminal of the SCR. 

Furthermore, applicant does not claim a signal provided to the third terminal of 
the SCR circuit during normal operation. Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Moreover, claim 1 is directed to a structure of an ESD circuit, and not to a 
method of operating the device. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim 
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drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference 
as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re 
Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Note that the broad recitation of the claims does not require the RC circuit to be 
directly connected to the SCR circuit. A structural limitation reciting the RC circuit being 
directly connected to the SCR circuit can distinguish the claimed invention over the prior 
art of record.
